The long vacation is nearly over; the 
Bchools will open on the first Monday in 
October, which is also the first day. The 
assignment of teachers for the coming 
year lias been com pleted, and will be 
issued in a few days. 
Owing to the failure of the city to sup­ 
ply the needed funds in time for work to 
be done during the vacation, the schools 
open in the same cramped condition, as 
regards accommodations, in which they 
closed three months ago. In his last re­ 
port, Superintendent Friesner says; 
“ There has not been a school-room 
added to the departm ent for eighteen 
m onths, and we now have one hundred 
and nineteen schools in eighty-two rooms.- 
Seventy three of them are on half day 
time, leaving but forty-sir rooms with all 
day schools. 
Unless something be done 
to provide more rooms before the schools 
open in the fall of 1888, every one of tho 
eighty-two rooms in the city will con­ 
tain two schools. 
Seven of the eighty- 
two rooms are unfit lor use, as any one 
may see by entering them during wet, 
cold or warm weather. 
Fifty school 
rooms are absolutely needed iu this city 
at this writing, saying nothing of 2,000 
children, carefully estimated, who are 
either attending private Bchools or are 
not in any school." 
There is a prospect th at the congested 
condition of affairs will be considerably 
relieved before December. 
Bids 
are 
asked for the building of six four-room 
buildings, four of which will be complet­ 
ed before the now year. 
The superin­ 
tendent is away on a three m onth’s vaca­ 
tion, and 
his place is filled for the 
time by A rthur E. Diker, formerly the 
Principal of the H ellman-street school. 
There has been somo com plaint that 
tho vacation was too long, eix weeks or 
two months is considered a sufficient va­ 
cation in other cities, and the parents 
here complain that it is an injustice Jo 
their children to keep them out of school 
for three monthB.

An exciting shooting affair occurred 
last night in the California Dime Muse­ 
um, on Main street, between First and 
Requena. 
The establishm ent is owned 
by Messrs. Charles A. Doyle and Solo­ 
mon Isaac. 
Mrs. K ate Coffee, the sister- 
in-law of Mr. C. A. Doyle, has been 
living in the city for Eix m onths, and has 
served as ticket-taker at the museum. 
Last evening about 8 o’clock her former 
husband found his way into the tent and 
made a deliberate attem pt to murder 
her. 
H arry Coffee was formerly a real 
estate solicitor for Bovee, Toy & Co., in 
San Francisco, and is a son of Detective 
John Coffee, of that city. 
H e took to 
drinking heavily, and his wife finally 
secured a divorce from him on the 
ground of habitual drunkenness. When 
his wife came to Los Angeles he followed 
her and it is said on a number of occa­ 
sions he has threatened to kill her. 
Last evening A rthur Isaacs and Mrs. 
Coffee were inside of the tent, seated 
near 
the 
partition 
at 
the 
front 
end, 
when 
H arry 
Coffee 
entered. 
Arthur was about to go out to the 
ticket office 
when they saw Coffee 
enter and Katie, who suspected some­ 
thing was about to happen, begged the 
young man not to leave her. 
“ W hat is the m atter?” asked Arthur. 
“ You don’t think he will try to shoot you 
do you ?” 
As he spoke, Coffee came up holding 
bis hand behind his back. 
H e was quite 
drunk, and be glared savagely at the 
frightened woman before him . A rthur 
stood at one side ready to spring at the 
slightest suspicious movement. 
Sud­ 
denly the man pulled a revolver from 
his pocket, and exclaiming “ I have got 
you now ! ’’ he aimed it at her body, not 
three feet away. Before he could pwll 
the trigger, Arthur Isaacs struck his arm , 
and the bullet passed over her shoulder, 
the powder slightly burning her face. As 
A rthur reached for the revolver the m an 
fired again, b at a second time bis aim 
was destroyed, and tho bullet passed 
harmlessly out through the roof of th e 
tent. 
Mrs. Coffee had sprung up with a 
scream, and as soon as Arthur had 
wrested the revolver from the m an’s 
hand, he ran to B ee if «he were wounded. 
Coffee was about to make his escape, 
when Sam Pierce, the special officer of 
the establishment arrested him. The 
man was brought to the station and en­ 
tered on a charge of assault to murder. 
The woman came to the Btation in a 
very excited state, but as she was unin­ 
jured, she soon regained her composure 
and gave a clear account of the affair, to 
which she and the two other actors were 
the only witnesses. The revolver was

BIG~BUSINESS. 


The Sautbern Pacific Hard Up for 
Freight Cars. 
The Southern Pacific is getting in a 
tight corner again for rolling-stock, and 
this time the demand is for box cars. 
Last year locomotives enough could not 
be obtained to move the business and 175 
new ones were obtained from the East, so 
there is no further distress in that quar­ 
ter. 
But the enormous demand for 
freight cars has proved more than the 
supply, and although a large number 
have been ordered from the Eastern 
shops they cannot be turned out fast 
enough. The through freight from the 
East, in connection with the Sunset 
Steamer service is heavier than ever be­ 
fore in the annals of the company, and 
then again 
the increased grain and 
other productions of California necessi­ 
tates a larger supply of cars for shipping 
purposes. In the northern part of the 
State the grain is at many stations 
dam ped near by until cars can he ob­ 
tained. The empties are rushed through 
as soon as possible, but even this is of 
not sufficient avail. 
Every effort is be­ 
ing made by Traffic Manager Stubbs 
however, to remedy the evil, and the 
first of a large order of new cars is ex ­ 
pected very shortly from the East and 
will help to alleviate the situation.

The elec­ 
tric light question will come up for dis­ 
cussion as also will the East-Side water 
question. The letting of the contracts to 
pave some of the most im portant streets 
in the city will also occupy some atten­ 
tion, and the reports of the various com­ 
mittees of two weeks ago will come up 
for consideration. 
The following petitions will be re a d : 
From C. H . Connell and others to have 
the lines of First street defined from Fort 
street west. From E. McDougall, to be 
allowed to suspend a gaslight in front of 
No. 200 South Spring street. 
From Joe 
Bayer & Co. and others, asking for a box 
flume across State street. 
From J. C. 
Zahn and others, to have Hope street 
graded, leveled and curbed. 
From R. 
W . Fowler,T representing that he purfi» 
ased at tax sale lot 1,'block E/of the By: • 
nett tract, and has since discovered there 
is no such a lo t; therefore asks to have 
his money refunded. 
Besides this th e following city work 
will be acted upon: 
The Board of Public W orks will recom­ 
mend that the following bids be accepted: 
Fred W. Barron, for grading Jefferson 
street to Wesley avenue at $1.88 per lin­ 
eal foot; Sanford Johnson, for grading 
Hayes street, from K uhrtz to Hoff street, 
at $2.37 per lineal foot; II. T. Crabbe & 
Co., for grading Trum an street, from 
Downey avenue to th e south line of the 
city land, at $2.10 per lineal foot; G. M. 
Perrine, for paving Sixth street, from 
Main to Pearl, at 27 cents per square foot 
for paving and $1.20 per lineal foot for 
curbing. 
In the m atter of the Downey avenue 
sidewalks, the Board will recommend 
th at all bids be rejected, and that the 
City Clerk be instructed to draw a reso­ 
lution to sidewalk this street, and to in­ 
sert artificial stone instead of granite 
curb.

‘leader;’ no one whose personal or histo­ 
rical relations 
to 
the people would 
make a difference of 1,000 votes in 
the canvass. Sherman, Allison, H arri­ 
son, etc., have records that would be 
awkward on the tariff, the currency, the 
Chinese question, etc. 
Depew’s connec­ 
tion with railroads and corporations 
would be a heavy load, especially in the 
agricultural States. 
We might as well 
nominate Gould or Vanderbilt at once. 
My impression is that Alger or Gresham 
comes nearer filling the bill than any of 
the others, with some fellow like Phelps, 
of New Jersey, who could reach the con­ 
servative forces of the East and get con­ 
tributions from the manufacturers and 
Wall street.

been signed, money paid, and the title is 
now being passed upon. The buyers are 
capitalists from Chicago and St. Louis, 
who no doubt, will seggregate the land 
and offer it in small subdivisions. The 
ranch embraces over 100,000 acres, and 
nearly all of it is fine land with a possibil­ 
ity of developing plenty of water for such 
portions as are not dam p land.

are homes in the finest climate and on 
the best soil in the world for five thou­ 
sand families. The price paid for the 
ranch is $1,500,000. That is pretty good 
for dull times in a land whose “ boom” 
is said to be irretrievably exploded, 
never to be revived!

This is not a sale on paper from which 
there can be any backing out. The pur­ 
chasers had t^e option of paying a part 
of the price, and taking time on the 
larger portion of it.

cash sale. The million and a half is to

In 1878 a gentlem an in 
San Francisco advertised for a girl to do 
general housework. The hours set for ap­ 
plication were from 2 to 5 i*. m. 
The day 
was one of the most stormy of the season; 
yet in spite of the elem ents no less than 
seventy-five women answered that ad­ 
vertisement. 
So eager were they to ob­ 
tain a place that they began to come at 
11 a . m. and waited until they were sent 
away. The girl who was taken came from 
across 
the 
bay 
a 
distance 
of 
nearly 
twenty 
miles. 
She 
was 
an 
excellent 
woman, 
and 
was 
glad to work for $15 per m onth. 
A 
very large number of the other unfortu­ 
nates pleaded to be kept at $10 to $12. Ten 
years before that date a good servant was 
worth in the Bay City $40 per month. 
Recently in Los Angeles indifferently 
good girls have 
been paid $25 per 
m onth. Good ones get that now, and a 
fairly capable one is worth $20. 
Yet in 
all this time there has been no free trade 
in America. The tariff has undergone 
but little change. Wages and the tariff 
are not necessarily correlated.

Mr. Blaine, “ the Greatest A m erican” 
alive or dead, says “ trusts are private 
affairs” with which the Government 
has nothing to do. 
Mr. Newton, a 
Democratic member of the House of 
Representatives, has introduced this bill 
in Congress: 
Be it enacted, etc.. That any person who 
may enter into a combination of capital 
or skill with another person or persons, 
or who may be or become a member of 
such combination, the object of such 
combination being to create or carry out 
restrictions in trade, or to lim it or in­ 
crease the production or prices of m er­ 
chandise, or to prevent competition in 
the manufacture, making, sale or pur­ 
chase of merchandise or commodities, 
shall be deemed guilty of an offense, 
and on conviction thereof in any Dis­ 
trict or Circuit Court of the United States 
after indictment, shall be fined in a sum 
of not less than $1,000 nor more than 
$20,000, and may, in the discretion oi the 
court, be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
not less than one nor more than five years. 
Representative W heeler Das introduced 
th e following bill, intended to strike 
down the Cotton-Bagging Trust, which is 
imposing a burden upon the cotton- 
growers of the South : 
Be it enacted, etc., That from and after 
the passage of this act bagging for cotton, 
and all other manufactures suitable to 
the uses for which cotton-bagging is ap­ 
plied, whether composed in whole or in 
part of hemp, jute, jute butts, flax, 
gunny bags, gunny cloth or other m ate­ 
rial, when imported, shall be exempt 
from duty. 
S e c. 2. That all articles mentioned in 
the first section of this act which are now 
in bond or in bonded warehouses may 
be removed free of duty. 
S e c . 3. That all laws or parts of laws 
in conflict with this act are hereby re­ 
pealed.

W a sh in g t o n , September 10.—The Sen­ 
ate resolution for printing additional 
copies of the report of the Pacific R ail­ 
road Commission, offered by Tur pie, 
gave rise to a discussion as to the num ­ 
bers already printed. 
Senators Cullom 
and McPherson said there was an im­ 
pression that there was a desire to sup­ 
press the circulation of th at report, and 
Gorman (a member of the Committee 
on Printing) declared there was no 
ground for such impression, as the usual 
number (1900) had teen printed and de­ 
livered to the Senators. 
The additional num ber of 5,000 pro- 
j>osed by Tur pie was increased to 50,000, 
and the resolution was then referred to 
the Committee on Printing. 
The resolution heretofore offered by 
Vest on the subject of a campaign work 
to employees of the Senate was taken up, 
and Plumb moved to lay it on the table. 
Discussion on the resolutions was in­ 
terrupted when the conference report on 
the Fortifications bill was presented and 
agreed to. 
The bill to establish three additional 
land offices in Colorado was reported and 
placed on the calandar. 
Discussion on the Vest resolution was 
then resumed. 
Plum b withdrew liis 
motion to lay it on the table, and the 
resolution was adopted. 
Morgan introduced a bill appropriating 
$276,619, to be paid t j the Chinese Minis­ 
ter at Washington as full indem nity for 
all losses and injuries sustained by Chi­ 
nese subjects who have been, “ in remote 
and unsettled regions of the United 
States the victims of injuries in their 
persons and property, at the hands of 
lawless m en,” and proceeded to address 
the Senate in explanation aud advocacy 
of it, and on the subject of the pending 
bill—for the absolute prohibition of Chi­ 
nese immigration. 
Morgan said ho had reached the con­ 
clusion that the will of the American 
people, as to the total exclusion of the 
Chinese laborers, was an irrevocable de­ 
cree and that exclusion must be effected 
through the operation of a law, not 
through that of a treaty. 


w il l in g t o d is c u s s p o l it ic s. 
A question that was put to Morgan by 
Mitchell was treated by the former as an 
attem pt to draw him into a political dis­ 
cussion, and he said be bad no objection. 
" I believe,” said he, “ that after you 
nominated Harrison for the Presidency, 
the Chinese Government,with knowledge 
of his record, believed th at by delaying 
the question until after the November 
election it might get an adm inistration 
that would be favorable to Chinese im­ 
migration.” 
“ I do not believe,” M itchell replied, 
“ that, there is a single, solitary m ind in 
the United States of America that hon­ 
estly believes any such thing.” 
“ The Senator,” said Mr. Morgan, “ is 
very flippant in the use of the word 
‘honesty.’ I have just stated th a t I be­ 
lieved it, and does the Senator undertake 
to say that Id o not believe it? ” 
“ I do not believe that the Senator 
does believe it,” said Mitchell. 
“ I will not be interrupted by a man of 
your character in im peachm ent of my 
honesty," 
Morgan 
indignantly 
ex­ 
claimed. 
“ So far as my character is concerned,” 
was Mr. M itchell’s response, “ I am will­ 
ing to parallel with that of the Senator 
from A labama, either here or elsewhere. ” 
“ I expected some interference of this 
kind when stating this question,” said 
Morgan. 
He then went on to discuss the C hi­ 
nese exclusion bill and declared his in­ 
tention to vote for a reconsideration of 
the vote passing it, in order to have the 
bill which he had just offered added to 
it as an am endment, and also to have it 
amended in other particulars, so as to 
make it more perfect and useful than it 
would be in its present shape. 
There 
was no risk in doing this, because nine 
Senators out of ten were in favor of the 
pending bill and am endment. 
At the close of Morgan’s speech his 
bill was referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 
The conference report on the Army 
Appropriation bill was presented and 
agreed to. 


MITCHELL VITUPERATIVE. 
Mitchell took the floor to reply to the 
remarks of Morgan. 
He was surprised, 
he said, in view of the inconsistent and 
contradictory record of the Senator from 
Alabama on the Chinese question, that, 
when interrupted by a perfectly proper 
question, he should lose his tem per and 
fly off into a rage. 
The presiding officer interrupting—The 
chair thinks the Senator from Oregon is 
going too far. He must proceed in order. 
Mitchell—The Senator from Oregon 
will endeavor tc proceed in order, and 
certainly will proceed in as much order 
as did the Senator from Alabama, who 
was not called to order when he violated 
the parliam entary rules of this body in 
direct and explicit terms. The Senator 
from Alabama has been for years past, 
and until the 
last 
seven days, the 
devoted champion of 
treaty "rights. 
He 
has 
denounced 
in 
the 
Sen­ 
ate and before the Committee on For­ 
eign Relations, the various propositions 
looking to the exclusion of the Chinese 
from this country. 
He has insisted th a t 
this was a question to bo settled by 
diplomacy. He has referred to measures 
like the pending bill as the “ Colorado 
motion,” 
the 
“ Colorado idea,” the 
“ Oregon idea,” or the “ Pacific coast 
idea,” or as being brought forward and 
pressed by demagogues for demagogical 
and party purposes; 
but when the 
Democratic House of Representatives 
passes a Chinese exclusion bill, even 
without reference to 
committee, 
the 
Senator from Alabama flops over the 
fence and declares himself in favor of 
that bill, going back on his whole record 
on th at question. This morning he in­ 
sists that the bill for which he voted 
last Friday should be amended. 'That 
is 
the 
record 
of 
the 
Senator 
from A labjm a, 
and 
it 
does 
not 
lie in bis m outh to be questioning the 
sincerity of the Senator irom Oregon, 
and the sincerity of the Representatives 
and people of the Pacific Coast. The 
Senator with this kind of a record has 
resorted to personalities and violated the 
rules of this Senate, by referring to my 
character. Mr. President, 
whatever I 
may have done heretofore, I can say to 
the Senator from Alabama, thst I never 
have come into the Senate chamber full 
of whisky, disgracing myself and disgrac­ 
ing the Senate. 
Morgan occupied his 
seat quietly, 


without evincing the slightest emotion or 
sign of impatience, as Mitchell applied 
these uncomplimentary rem arks to him . 


SH E R M A N P L E A D S T H E 
C A U SE O F C H IN A . 
After Mitchell had taken bis seat, the 
House Retaliation bill was presented and 
referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relation, which asked unanimous con­ 
sent to have the Chinese Exclusion bill 
taken up. Sherm an objected. 
Stewart 
made a motion to that effect, and it was 
carried and the oill taken up. 
Sherman addressed the Senate in fa­ 
vor of Blair’s motion to reconsider the 
vote by which the bill was passed. 
He 
appealed to the Senators on both sides, 
from consideration of the Nation’s honor, 
to allow the bill to stand in its present 
position until it could be definitely as­ 
certained whether the treaty had been or 
would be ratified. 
Pending that ques­ 
tion 
he 
subm itted, 
as 
a 
m at­ 
ter 
of 
National honor, 
w hether it 
was right and proper for Congress to 
nullify the treaty now pending between 
the two Nations. If the relative positions 
were reserved, and if Great Britain were 
to act toward the United States, as the 
bill proposed to act toward China, he 
would 
without 
hesitation, 
vote for 
a declaration of war. The proposition 
was a departure from all the usages of a 
civilized Nation, and a departure from 
the ]>oint of National bonor. 
If the 
United States violated or abrogated any 
portion of a treaty, th at act became a law 
of 
the 
Nation, and the abrogation 
of 
all 
treaties with 
th a t country, 
and the 
Chinese Government m ight at 
once according to the rules of civilized 
Nations, 
declare all 
those treaties 
null and void. There was no question 
about that. 
It had already excited the 
conservative mind of the people of the 
United States. They had not gone crazy 
on the question and they did not want 
anything done to China th at would not 
be done to any other country. 
Was it 
wise, he asked, for the United States to 
put itself in a position in which the 
Chinese Government m ight properly put 
an end entirely to all treat and commer­ 
cial relations with th at great country. 
The gentlemen from the Pacific Coast 
ought to remember th at the Coast States 
were but a part of this country,and while 
the Senators were willing to adopt ex­ 
treme measures for the exclusion of the 
Chinese race, still they m ust insist as 
representatives of a law-abiding people, 
that this must be done in an orderly 
m anner, and th at no unusual 
course 
m ust be taken in dealing with China. 
W ithout action on the bill the Senate 
adjourned.

Breckinridge, of Kentucky, to concur in 
the am endm ent, with an am endm ent re­ 
serving from sale or entry, until other­ 
wise provided, all lands made suscepti­ 
ble to irrigation. 
The importance of the reclamation of 
arid lands was earnestly urged by Symes, 
of Colorado, and Vandever, of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Forney, of Alabama, protested against 
the Government entering upon a project 
which would result in the expenditure of 
the sum of $960,000,000. 
Bacon, of New York, took advantage 
of the debate to deliver a speech on the 
subject of trusts. 
At the conclusion of 
his rem arks 
M arsh, of Pennsylvania, reported the 
conference report on the Army Appropri­ 
ation bill. I t was agreed upon.

C le v e l a n d , Ohio, September 
1 0 .- 
Train No. 5, westbound on the New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio road 
carrying G. A. R. veterans from Youngs­ 
town and vicinity to the National En­ 
campment at Columbus, was wrecked 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon at Rittm an 
small station three miles from W ads­ 
worth, Ohio. The train consisted of nine 
cars. 
The connecting rod of the loco­ 
motive, drawing the special, broke near 
R ittm an, and after m uch difficulty the 
train was stopped on a curve. 
While 
waiting for repairs a freight train, which 
had been following the special, thund­ 
ered down the heavy grade at the rate of 
twenty-five miles an 
hour, and al­ 
though 
warning 
was 
given, 
it 
was impossible to avert a collison. 
The locomotive of the freight plunged 
into the rear coach of the special, wreck­ 
ing four cars, three of them being com ­ 
pletely demolished. 
The excursionists 
had notice of the im pending danger and 
all succeeding in getting out of the cars 
before the crash came, but as thuy hur­ 
ried down the em bankm ent the wrecked 
coaches rolled down upon them , killiog 
four persons outright and injuring twen­ 
ty-five others more or less seriously. The 
nam es of the killed are Barney Bottiiuer, 
Galion, Ohio, engineer of the freight, 
who jumped against the bank and fell 
back under the wheels of his engine, his 
head being cut off; W illiam Cochran, 
Caledonia, Ohio, brakem an of the freight 
train, killed 
outright; 
John 
Shook, 
Youngstown, Samuel Brace, Younstown. 
Miss fda Turner, of Youngstown, was 
seriously hurt internally and has since 
been reported to be dead.

Mitkiewicz said to a reporter: I speak 
with absolute knowledge when I say that 
up to yesterday noon there was no official 
notification of the rejection of the treaty 
now under consideration of the Govern­ 
ment at Peking. MinisterDenby’s services 
concerning the treaty has 
thus far 
amounted to nothing, because he is in 
the mountains near Peking and not in 
Peking. 
He would not be notified of the 
acceptance or rejection of the treaty un­ 
til after 
the 
Chinese legation 
at 
Washington received full advices. Now 
as 
to 
why 
the 
Chinese 
Govern­ 
m ent favors the treaty : The subject is 
one which very few Americans under­ 
stand. The bulk of Chinese immigration 
to this country is from Canton and Hong 
Kong, where the British Government 
virtually is in control. 
The enormous 
population in the interior have no desire 
to leave the country. The Government 
favors the restriction of immigration, 
simply because it will effect the English 
interests in China and not its own. The 
KmrTish Government does not favor re­ 
striction, and its agents are now, and 
have been, active in its efforts to make 
American 
progress appear 
ridiculous 
in the eyes of China, and so ham ­ 
per and em barass the adm inistration 
of American enterprise and American 
capital in the Em peror’s dominion. 
It 
surprises me that this subterfuge has not 
been discovered before. 
The British 
will leave nothing undone to retain their 
supremacy. 
The Chinese Government 
wants railroads. It favors the American 
system in preference to the English. 
It 
knows we can build better roads and 
faster thau England. 
I t is not difficult, 
therefore, for American capital to find 
profitable investment in China. 
Ameri­ 
can manufacturers will build the rolling 
stock and lay the road-beds of Chinese 
railw ays; 
American 
mines 
will 
supply raw material for manufacturing; 
American workingmen will do the work. 
Is the subject not an im portant one? 
Should the vast interests these probabil­ 
ities promise be jeopardized by want of 
diplomacy on our part, by failure to see 
th at the English Government íb skilfully 
using us as a buckler to hold before her 
own breast, and receive the blows? I 
repeat i t : the Chinese Government fa­ 
vors the restriction of immigration, be­ 
cause such restriction does not injure it 
in the least. 
The investm ent of Ameri­ 
can capital in China cannot be a venture. 
It m ust bring certain and large returns 
The Chinese Government is inviting 
American capitalists to be ready to 
inveBt. Is it diplomacy, therefore, for the 
United States to let a rival nation, end 


one intensely jealous of our progress and 
prosperity, to get in ahead of us Dy such a 
shrewd trick? 
W hy should there be a n ­ 
ticipation that the treaty has been re­ 
jected. 
You have no doubt then th at up to this 
time it has not been rejected? 
None, absolutely none. 
The Govern­ 
ment at Pekin does not act hastily; neith­ 
er does it neglect the sm allest detailB of 
National etiquette. 
The news of the 
treaty’s rejection in the United States is 
based only on vague rum ors furnished 
through British channels.

BRONCHITIS. 


Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e Mucoub M em­ 
brane lining the Bronchial Tubes, and is one of 
the m ost com m on of all th e pulm onary dis­ 
eases.

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Humid Bronchitis 


(From humere, to be m oist) Is so called from the 
profuse q uantity of watery secretions w hich 
comes from the air passages of the lungs.
